N ew T ork, Oct. 13.—In a letter to the 
B uilding T rades unions of this city and 
vicinity, m ade public tonight Samuel 
Gom pers, president 
of the 
Am erican 
F ederatio n of Labor, and Jam es D un­ 
can, secretary, have rccom m cndcd th at 
th e unions agree to the plan or a rb itra ­ 
tion of th e Em ployers association.

afte r Mr. 
G om pers’ investigation of the labor sit­ 
uation in th is city is considered a de­ 
fe a t fo r the B uilding 
Trades 
unions 
w hich have refused to sign the pLan of 
arb itratio n . 
It is 
also 
recommended 
th a t th e unions which have signed the 
agreem ent insist upon the disbandm ent 
of such organizations as have been in­ 
stitu te d recently as rivals to the pre­ 
viously existing unions of the trade. 


Mr. G om pers also recom m ends th at 
the unions be lenient w ith the mem bers 
of th e riv al organizations and afford 
them an opportunity to join the union 
ranks.

MEN SOLVE A 


BRITISH PROBLEM 


3.000 MALE DOMESTICS, MOSTLY 


FOREIGNERS, WIELD BROOM 


AND DUSTER. 


London, Oct. 13.— The dom estic ser­ 
vant problem is being solved—by men. 


The ever-growing scarcity of hand­ 
maids, due m ainly to the m ultiplica­ 
tion of tea rooms and cheap restau­ 
rants, where the greater :freedom and 
Increased 
matrim onial 
facilities 
at­ 
tract girls, is bringing over to this coun 
try large numbers of men from Sw itz­ 
erland, Germany, France and Italy, 
who do exactly the sam e kind of house­ 
work as girls for the same 
money. 
They are, in short, m ale “dom estics.” 


The season for engaging the conti­ 
nental man “m aidservant” has just set 
in. 
It w ill be at its height in about 
a fortnight’s time. All the little restau­ 
rants in tho popular resorts on the 
continent w il be then reducing 
their 
staffs of waiters, cleaners and assist­ 
ant 
cookB. 
Formerly 
these 
people 
sought sim ilar em ploym ent 
for 
the 
winter in the larger towns of their own 
countries, but work w as not always 
obtainable. Then a batch of the unem­ 
ployed heard from the British and for­ 
eign dom estic bureau, 35 Hart street, 
Bloomsbury, that there was a 
great 
dearth of fem ale servants in England, 
and that possibly they m ight fill some 
of tho vacancies. 


The 
suggestion 
was 
acted 
upon. 
W ithin the ‘past tw elve m onths this 
establishm ent has “placed” 400 for­ 
eign men as dom estic servants in the 
hom es of w ell-to-do English people. 


Other agencies are also “booking” 
m ale “generals,” parlor maids, 
and 
housemaids, and an authority estim ates 
that there are now in London alone 
3.000 men who daily wield the broom 
and duster for a livelihood. 


In som e of the large houses three 
male “dom estics” are kept—a parlor­ 
maid, housemaid and a cook. 
They 
discharge al the duties appertaining to 
their several positions just as girls 
were wont to do. 
The housem aid— 
the word m ight be changed to “house­ 
man”— makes the beds, sweeps the bed­ 
rooms, cleans the windows and dusts 
the furniture. The “parlor-man’s ” par­ 
ticular province is the dining-room. 
He keeps that apartment clean and 
tidy, polibhes the plate, and at meals 
•waits at table. 
In the intervals 
he 
opens the door to callers. 


“I have abundant testim ony 
from 
titled ladies and others that the male 
dom estics are a great success,” said 
the principal of the dom estic bureau. 
“They work harder than girls, they do 
not require so many 'evenings off,’ 
tliey rise earlier, they look neater, and, 
of course, do not have ‘followers.’ The 
only stipulation they make is that they 
shall have half an hour's rest in tho 
afternoon for a sm oke.” 


The m ale domestic, it further ap­ 
pears, receives as a rule 5s a w eek and 
hiB laundry, w hile his m ost serviceable 
age is between 19 and 23. i In the morn­ 
ing the “parlor-man” and “housem an” 
don aprons, w hich they subsequently 
rem ove to assum e dress clothes. 


“The men servants are more amena­ 
ble than fem ale,” added tho 
abovu- 
quoted authority. “They do not object 
to undertake a little washing, and they 
do i t , rem arkably well. 
The reason 
if their baridlness is that moBt if not 
all ot them li«va. served in the, army.”

UBLIC office is a priv ate g ra ft seems to be the 20th 
century version of a fin de siecle proverb of the 
19th. 
Scarcely a day passes but new s dispatches 
contain accounts of th e use of official positions to carry 
out schem es of personal profit. 
And it is not alone those 
who are in public office th a t are imbued w ith th e idea 
th a t a position should carry w ith it opportunities to 
m ake m oney “on th e side.” 


Schem es of th is natu re are m any and varied. 
Many 
are old, a few perhaps are new in execution if q,ot in con­ 
ception. 
It is possible that, some am legitim ate, wH Ip 
others a re based on fraud, bribery and blackm ail. 
It is 
possible th a t in m any instances the grafters them selves 
are innocent of any w rong 
intention, 
in th e m atter. 
W ithin th e p ast week a m em ber of the board of educa­ 
tion in ail eastern city frankly adm itted having received 
valu ab le gifts since being in office and, apparently in all 
sin cerity , stated th a t it had never occurred to him th at 
th e re w as any reason w hy he should not do so. 
On the 
o th e r hand, th ere is th e case of the p riv ate secretary of 
th e go v ern o r of M issouri, indicted F riday on a charge 
of h ay in g secured th e fraudulent naturalization of aliens; 
for a consideration, of course. 


T he postoffice investigation has uncovered an exten­ 
sive sy stem of grafting, all of w hich seem s to have been 
very effective b u t none of it particularly original. 
Som e­ 
th in g a little m ore unique was developed by a recent 
in v estig atio n in th e Philippines w hich revealed an ex- 
ten siv e.p la n fo r issu in g frau d u len t certificates to Chinese 
lab o rers w ho desired to en ter th e islands. 
A m erican con­ 
su ls w ere said to be involved in this schem e and the 
division o f spoils w as covered by w ritten contract. 


B u t a s a m a tte r of fact, g raftin g is not a developm ent 
of th e 20th century. 
I t h as alw ays existed and perm eates 
all classes of-society. “ T ipping” is only one of the m any 
m an ifestatio n s of th e evil. 
In a m ajority of cases it is a 
tgraft, p u re an d sim ple a triv ial m atter but bribery for 
serv ice w hich is o r o ught to be paid for in o ther ways. 


P re se n t conditions are encouraging ra th e r than o th er­ 
w ise fo r th ey indicate th a t th e search lig h t is being turned 
on w h erev er th ere is suspicion. 
Cases the rep o rts of 
w hich now fill new spaper colum ns do not noessarily in ­ 
d icate th a t g ra fte rs are m ore num erous th an ever before; 
th ey m erely indicate th a t m ore are getting caught a t i t 
As th e G azette’s special W ashington correspondent says, 
■grafting is no longer fashionable. 
In fact, it is becom ing 
a v ery u n popular am u sem en t 


Jo h n W . G ates says th a t P ierp o n t M organ and “ Cholly” 
Schw ab bound him in a co n tract to sell th e ir Ship­

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Insurgents Rolled Boulders Down 
Mountain Side A gainst Ad­ 
vancing Turks. 


Mriftastir, Oct. 10.—The military opera­ 
tions in the western part of the Monastir 
vilayet are nearly finished. 
The last re­ 
m aining band in this district was annihi­ 
lated October 8 after a desperate tight. 
The band, which numbered fl:’ members, 
was found by the Turks lurking in ihe 
mountains of Peristoi. 


The insurgents, when they became aware 
of the presence of the troops, began to 
roll 
huge boulders down the mountain 
side, tbus killing four and wounding three 
of their besiegers. The Turks maintained 
a steady tire a« they proceeded upwards. 
After a desperate conflict had been car­ 
ried on several hours another Turkish de­ 
tachment reached the crest of the ridge. 
The Bulgarians were thus plRced between 
two fires. 
They rushed the Turks who 
were clliiffing; to the rocks on the mountain 
side and forced them to fail back to the 
Jess precipitous slopes of the mountain, 
but lost 65 killed and a number wounded 
in doing so. 
The remainder of the band 
escaped, but today arrived and surren­ 
dered and were granted amnesty.

Fifteen hundred w ill be throw n out of 
em ploym ent w ith hardly a m inute's no­ 
tice and a sav in g of nearly J3,000 a day 
will be effected. 


The order, which em braces em ployes 
of the New York C entral and all su b ­ 
sidiary lines goin g out o f N ew York, 
the Lake Shore and M ichigan Southern, 
the L ake Krie and W estern and other 
roads w ill have its effect in more than 
100 shops and roundhouses.

m edicine m an had done before them , 
after a period of singing by th e m edi­ 
cine m an and his assistants. 


The pseudo-god then entered th e hut 
backw ard, sprinkled 
each 
god w ith 
cedar from one of th e m edicine gourds 
and th u s sanctified the little piles of 
corn th a t the chief m edicine m an had 
placed on various p arts of th e gods’ 
bodies. 
T he two patients seated them ­ 
selves respectively on the blue god of 
the south and the yellpw god of the 
west, and in th is position received the 
m edicine gourd from the assistan t m ed­ 
icine m an, who 
perm itted them to 
drink and then placed the gourd on the 
ground betw een 
them , so th a t they 
could proceed to rub the contents upon 
th eir bodies. W hat w as left in the bowl 
was given to the m others who carefully 
used it to w ash tho bodies of th eir 
babies. 


Up to this point the picture, save 
w here the patients were sittin g on it, 
was practically uninjured. 
Now th e 
assistan t m edicine m an began rubbing 
portions of the gods, and then tra n s­ 
ferring the soil to corresponding parts 
or' the patien ts' bodies, each tim e u tte r­ 
ing a piercing yell in the ear of the 
patient. 
Finally, he yelled tw ice in 
succession and left th e hut backw ard, 
as he had entered it. 
The p atien ts in­ 
haled th e sm oke 
arisin g from pow­ 
dered feathers 
burnt 
over two hot 
coals th a t th e m edicine m an placed 
before them , and th e cerem ony w as 
over. 
T he sand picture, w hich had 
taken six hours to m ake, w as p ra c ti­ 
cally obliterated in less th an an hour, 
and its ru in w as com pleted by th e ef­ 
forts of th e rest of the audience to avail 
them selves of th e beneficent properties 
of such sand as rem ained. 


How m uch these sand pictures m ay 
have changed from year to y ear is, of 
course, a question. 
T w enty years ago, 
how ever, a sand p ain tin g w as carefully 
reproduced by a 
scien tist 
w ho w as 
p resen t a t a sim ilar cerem ony, and 
th is draw ing is 
p ractically 
identical 
w ith th e reproduction recently m ade 
for the H arv ard m useum . 
T he places 
w here th e draw ings w ere m ade w ere

W hen 
applied to old 
docum ents it seem s to k n it the fiber 
together and prevent fu rth er decay. 


U nder th e present process of p rin t­ 
ing paper m oney the paper has to be 
thoroughly soaked in w ater. 
W hile it 
is in this soaked condition one side of 
the bill is printed. 
T he sheet is then 
placed in a steam room and kept under 
a high tem perature for 30 days, the 
tim e necessary for the ink to dry. The 
sheet is again soaked as in the first 
instance, and the reverse side of the 
bill printed. 
The 30-day process then 
has to be repeated. 
In cases w here a 
th ird im pression on the bill is neces­ 
sary. w hich is 
required 
w hen the 
p rin tin g is done in two colors, the 
w etting and drying process has to be 
repeated a third 
tim e, 
and another 
m onth is thus consum ed in its pro 
duction. 


Besides the delay of th is process, 
the w etting and drying rot the fiber of 
the paper, and although it is “starched” 
to give it the crisp appearance, the 
starch soon w ears out, and the bill 
becom es lim p and worn. 


In p rin tin g bills on paper which has 
been treated by the new process no 
w etting is necessary. 
The ink loses 
none of its lu ster when applied to the 
paper, as under the old process, and is 
thoroughly dry w ithin 48 hours after 
the p rin tin g is done. 
Not only is the 
appearance of 
the bill m uch hand­ 
som er than under the old m ethod, but 
its w earing qualities are believed to be 
greater. 


A lthough the officers of the treasury 
departm ent are m ost enthusiastic over 
the Fow ler-H oover discovery, it was 
only by accident th at it cam e to th eir 
a tten tio n , th e inventors attach in g little 
im portance to it. 
There are som e de­ 
tails regarding m ethods of applying 
the new com pound to paper yet to be 
w orked out, but these do not present 
any serious obstacles to its general 
application to all classes 
of 
paper. 
N either does the expense of the prep­ 
aration p ro h ib it its general use.

Agied Ne^ro Makes Money 
in Spec\ila.tion. 
«¿e 


Shreveport, La., Oct. 9.—I t has been 
le fi for a negro to pay th e highest 
p rice for a spécial tra in ever k n w tn 
in th is p art of th e country. 
T he tra in 
w as run from S hreveport to K ansas 
City, Mo., and back, a distance of 5B0 
m iles each w ay, and for it W illiam 
H arper paid $2,340 to the K ansas City 
S outhern railw ay. 


H arp er is a full-blooded negro, and 
is m ore th an 60 years old. 
At one 
tim e he was a m em ber of th e Louisiana 
législature, and 
for m an y years he 
has been a resid en t of th is city. 
T he 
ch arterin g of th e special tra in w as not 
a piece of reckless ex travagance on 
his p art; on th e contrary, it w as a 
Shrewd 
business 
speculation, 
from 
w hich he has derived m ore th a n $1,000 
profit. 


T here are m any persons in Shreve­ 
port who m ake 
occasional 
trip s to 
K ansas City for business and other 
reasons, and several years ago H ar­ 
per conceived th e idea of ru n n in g an 
excursion at cut rates. H e w ent to the 
local office of the K ansas City S outhern 
and unfolded his schem e. 
He asked 
for a train of 11 coaches and one bag­ 
gage car. and proposed th a t the ra il­ 
road handle it on the usual excursion 
basis— a percentage deal w ith a g u ar­ 
antee. 
The m anager looked a t the old 
negro in the 
shabby 
clothes 
and 
laughed. 


W an ted a S pecial T rain . 


"Go home, uncle, and dream again,” 
he said. 


But H arper was not to be so easily 
disfvouraged. 
“ How 
m uch would it 
cost me to 
ch arter 
the train out­ 
rig h t? ” he asked. 


“ You come in here and lay down 
$2.340,” said th e railroad official, “and 
a train of 12 cars will be a t your dis­ 
posal.” 
. H arper w ent aw ay w ithout saying 
an o th er word. 
Y ears rolled by w ith­ 
o u t any special excursion train being 
ru n from S hreveport to K ansas City, 
but during these years H arp er kept 
steadily at work a t his trad e of car­ 
penter, and little by little his balance 
at th e savings bank increased. 
L ast 
m onth he again presented Jilm self at 
the railroad office. 


“ Is the price of a special train to 
K ansas City still $2,340?” he asked the 
m anager. 


H ardly know ing w hat to expect, the 
m anager again m ade som e rapid cal­ 
culations and answ ered in th e affirm a­ 
tive. 


"H ere’s the m oney,” said H arper, 
handing over a big roll of b^nk notes. 


Tho R ailw ay M an ag er S tag g ered . 
It w as now the m an ag er’s tu rn to be 
staggered. But H arper got th e train of 
11 coaches and a baggage car. 
And­ 
i e began advertising at-once. 
H e had 
cardboard tickets printed, and these 
he haw ked about am ong w h ites and 
negroes alike, soliciting, in fact, nearly 
every m an in Shreveport. 
H arp er had 
tw o cars set aside for th e w hite peo­ 
ple and he charged 50 cents m ore “for 
th e tick ets th an h e âid th e negroes. 
F o r checking baggage H a rp e r charged 
th e w hites 50 cents and th e negroes 25 
¿cents. H is checks w ere pieces of card ­ 
board, on w hich he had'w ritten in-in k 


l y r o , num bers. W hen baggage was of­ 
fered H arp er would ta k e one oft, these 
Checks, te a r it in tw o, so $hat th e 
¿auK&ers were divided/fasten, on&jiieco 


on th e tru n k or bag and give th e o th er 
to th e owner. 


“H a rp e r’s Special E xcursion to K an­ 
sas C ity” becam e popular a t once. 
Ju st w hen th e sale of tickets w as a t 
its 
height, how ever, 
the 
enterp rise 
cam e n ear being w recked. 
T he w hite 
people of S hreveport w ere pleased by 
the old n egro’s pluck, but the envy of 
a certain elem ent am ong the negroes 
w as excited by his success, and a story 
w as circulated th a t th ere w as an epi­ 
dem ic of disease in K ansas C ity be­ 
cause of th e recent flood; th a t people 
w ere dying th ere by thousands, and 
th a t th e city w as quarantined. 
T he 
efforts of his enem ies to ruin him only 
stim ulated H arper to g reater exertions, 
and when the day of the excursion 
arrived he had sold m ore th an 1,000 
tickets. 


Success of H a rp e r’s Special. 


H arp er’s special left here on a F ri­ 
day. 
Beyond running it, the railroad 
had absolutely nothing to do w ith th e 
train . 
H arper collected his own tic k ­ 
ets, settled all disputes and looked out 
generally 
for his charges. 
An im ­ 
m ense crow d collected a t the statio n 
as the hour for th e tra in ’s d eparture 
approached, for such a th in g as a negro 
ru n n in g a special train was, to say 
th e least, a decided novelty in these 
parts, and the people gathered from 
far and near. 
As the special slow ly 
pulled out of th e station th e throng 
cheered again and again, and the pas­ 
sengers stuck th eir heads out of th e 
w indow s 
and 
sen t 
back 
answ ering 
shouts, w hile the engineer entered into 
the sp irit of the occasion and added to 
the tu m u lt by tooting shrill blasts on 
his w histle and fran tically ringing his 
bell. 


Upon the tra in ’s arriv al in K ansas 
City, H arp er found th a t he had achieved 
th e distinction of bringing in one of 
th e larg est excursions th a t place had 
ever know n. 
M oreover, it w as said 
by the 
railroad 
officials 
th ere th a t 
H arp er’s train was the highest-priced 
special th a t had ever entered th e K an­ 
sas City yards. 


T he special left K ansas City on the 
retu rn trip on Sunday m orning, a rriv ­ 
ing here in the evening. 
All the ex­ 
cursionists w ere pleased by th e a r­ 
rangem ents w hich H arp er had m ade 
for th e ir com fort, as well as by the 
fact th a t th e en tire trip, going and 
com ing, was m ade w ithout a hitch. So 
successful w as th e excursion In every 
respect th a t H arper announces he will 
run an o th er next year.

THE FIRST STARCHER. 


Starch originated in Flanders.

was introduced into England, w ith the 


big ruff, in tho tim e of Queen Eliza­ 


beth. 
It was like our starch of today, 


except that it was made in c o lo r s - 


red, yellcw, green, blue. 
The effect of 


this was to tint delicately tho white 
linen to which the starch might be 
applied. 


Before Queen Elizabeth's tim e ruf­ 
fles and ruffs were made of fine hol- 
land, which required 
no stiffening. 
Then the ruffs of cambric came, and 
they must of necessity be starched. 


It is recorded that when tho queen 
had ruffs made of lawn and cambric 
for her own royal wearing thero was 
no one in England who could tell how 
to starch them; but the queen made 
special inquiries for some woman that 
could starch, and Mrs. Guilham, wife 
of the royal coachman, was the first 
starcher. 


In 1564 a Flanders woman, Frau 
Van der Plass», came to London and 
established there a school 
for 
thd 
teaching 
of 
starching. 
The sch w l 
succeeded, and* the Flanders frau got 
rich. 
She charged £ 5 a lesson, atid 
an extra 20s for a recipe for th e mak­ 
ing of starch out of w heat flour, bra* 
find roots.

for action 
there! 
Cast loose those 
main-deck guns. Brace back the yards, 
Mr. Smeaton, and stand by to go about 
when she has weigh enough.” 


Round the curve of tho estuary was 
coming a huge vessel. Her great yel­ 
low bowsprit and white-winged figure­ 
head were jutting out from the cluster 
of palm trees, while high above them 
towered three immense masts, with the 
tricolor flag floating superbly from the 
n,izzen.

Sydney, 
Oct. 
D.—The 
steadily 
in ­ 
creasing number of departures from 
New South W ales and 
Victoria 
for 
Canada, South' Africa, and even Great 
Britain, is beginning to awaken alarm 
in the commonwealth. The steamers of 
the W hite Star and other lines are con­ 
tinually leaving Australian ports with 
full passenger lists, and 
nearly 
the 
whole of the passenger 
accommoda­ 
tion has been booked for several weeks 
to come. 
During the first six months 
of the present year, according to official 
reports, no fewer than 16,327 persons 
left New South W ales alone for ports 
outside the commonwealth, the emigra­ 
tion exceeding the Immigration by 2,116. 
In addition, there has been a large in­ 
flux of New South W ales and Victorian 
population 
into 
W estern 
Australia. 
This is one of the immediate effects of 
Socialist 
Labor 
legislation 
in 
the 
mother state and Victoria. The people 
who are leaving Australia are no mere 
birds of passage. 
They are mostly a 
class who have been born or long set­ 
tled in Australia, m any being steady, 
competent tradesmen; not a few be­ 
longing to the ranks of master-oraf ts- 
rnen, others being pastbralists, farmers, 
station hands—in fact, the very men of 
which 
the 
commonwealth stands 
in 
most need. 


Remained Stationary. 


In the New South W ales provinces 
the populations during the decade 1891- 
1901 have remained alm ost stationary, 
or have shown only a limited increase, 
while during 
two 
succeeding' 
years 
there has been a marked decline. Well 
m ay it be said that these facts afford 
a scathing commentary on thfe 
So­ 
cialist 
Labor 
policy 
of the 
existing 
state government. “Here,” we are told, 
"is a country whose state industrial in­ 
stitutions are now run solely in the in ­ 
terests of the worker; whose politicians

Elysium; and yet the working 
man,

“ When the news of this great crime 


and the fighting that succeeded it cpme 


to Ouray at his home on the Uncom- 


pahgre. 20 miles from the agency, then 


came also a strong appeal to him to 


lead his people against, the whites who 


had. as 
they

yield to the pleadings which his blood, 
his race, his love of kindred, his sense 
of wrong urged so powerfully.

She saw that war

“ Mrs. Meeker has a renewed, pension 
which, thanks to Mrs. John Anthony 
W ayne and other Colorado women, is 
not paid by the Ut.es, but by the gov­ 
ernment. 
I am glad that it is so and 
that provision has been made for this

ST R E N U O U SN E SS AND S IM P L IC IT Y 
At an informal meeting of the cabi­ 
net. during the past week, the president 
took occasion to present each member 
with a copy of Charles Wagner's little 
book, "T he Simple Life." 
Contrary to 
the general belief, the president be­ 
lieves that a simple life is synonymous 
with what is now called a. strenuous 
existence. 
One can imagine that vet­ 
eran diplomat, 
and 
litterateur, .John 
Iiav. hurrying back to his office from 
the White house eager to read from 
the pages of Wagner's tract what m ay 
be the ideal of a strenuous existence. 
Perhaps Mr. Payne of the postoffice de­ 
partment. will 
heave a sigh of envy 
when he contemplates that picture of a 
placid existence drawn by the charm­ 
ing author, as he elaborates his idea 
c.f what constitutes true happiness in 
tbis world, and wish that be might re­ 
tire to some lonely island in the Pa­ 


cific where ho could follow out W ag­ 
ner's suggestion free from the annoy 
ance of a postoffice investigation or the 
mere detail of signing his name ou an 
average of five hundred times a day. 
After all, President Roosevelt does fol­ 
low the idea of “ the simple life" in 
his characteristic: 
way 
of 
working 
direct to an end by a single narrow 
path plain to all, rather than by lead­ 
ing up to an objective point by a con­ 
fusing maze of conflicting statements 
and ideas. 
The presentation of this 
book to his cabinet officors was a 
touch of that Roosevelt, which makes 
him one of the most interesting and 
surprising men who ever have occu­ 
pied the W hite house. 


One of President Roosevelt’s favorite 
recreations is to steal away from the 
W hite house on good days and go out 
into the wild country north of the city 
and there spend two or three hours 
walking through tho woods or reading 
a book. 
The story is told of one of 
the mounted policemen who patrols 
that part of the District of Columbia 
that one day while on his beat, riding 
through a lonely patch of woods, he 
saw a mah sitting under a tree with a 
shawl wrapped around his shoulders 
and 
intently reading a book. 
The 
mounted officer had been many years 
on duty and was fam iliar with nearly 
all of the public men who rode or 
drove in that part of Washington. This 
man, however, was a stranger to him. 
He had an old felt, hat pulled down 
over his face and his general get-up 
was such as to mako an inquiry ad­ 


visable in the interests of the peace 
i|nd safety of that locality. 
He rode 
up to where the reader was sitting and, 
dismounting from his horse, walked 
toward him. 
The man with the book 
paid no attention, and finally the offi­ 
cer asked him rather sharply who he 
was and what he was doing there. 
The reader looked up quietly and re­ 
marked, “ I am the president.” 
The 
feelings of the officer can better be 
imagined than described, for as soon 
ap he saw the man full in the face he 
rceognized that he was indeed talking 
to the president of the United States. 
He; made his apologies and withdrew; 
the president immediately resumed his 
reading as though nothing had hap­ 
pened to disturb his quietude. 
It was 
some time before the officer could tell 
the story upon himself, but when he 
did so be said that for the rest of the 
day he had constant visions of presi­ 
dents sitting under trees, and he was 
afraid to speak to any tramp he might 
meet for fear of again runping up 
against the 
chief 
executive of the 
nation. 


R IV E R AND HARBOR FUNDS. 
The idea which formerly prevailed 
that at a session of congress immedi­ 
ately preceding a national election the 
appropriations should be cut down to 
the lowest possible point is now looked 
upon as obsolete. 
There w ill be a 


riyer and harbor bill passed at this 
session of congress unless some un­ 
looked-for complication arises. 
It is 
doubtful, however, whether this bill 
carries over fifty million dollars. 
The 


very largo river and harbor bill of tho 
last long session was duo to the defeat 
of that measure in a previous con­ 
gress. 
The Democratic newspapers ot 
the south instead of abusing tho Re­ 
publicans for making liberal appropria­ 
tions for rivers and harbors, have taken 
the opposite tack and are now demand­ 
ing more money than congress is w ill­ 
ing to give. 
In cities like Charleston, 
Mobile, New Orleans, enormous sums 
are needed for harbor improvements. 
This is not a question of politics but 
one of commercial existence, and some 
of the arguments now made in favor 
of largo 
expenditures 
would 
have 
sounded curiously to the statesmen of 
a generation ago. 
One of these, for 
instance, is to the effect that tho money 
so used is not the money of the people 
inasmuch as it is not derived from 
direct taxation, that in reality it is the 
income of tho federal government, com­ 
ing largely 
from 
places 
other than 
where it is expended, and that if not 
used for improvement of tho material 
resources of the country will be used 
in other channels not. so vital and cer­ 
tainly not so beneficial to tbo com­ 
munities now demanding recognition 
as entrepots for tho foreign trade of 
the United States. 


SH O R T EX T R A SESSION. 


It is not expected that the extra 
session of congress w ill last more than 
two dr three weeks. 
W ork will be 
confined entirely to the Cuban treaty. 
W hile those who are opposed to this 
treaty will want, to get on record, it 
seems to bo an accepted fact that it 


will bo confirmed in the way in which 
it is submitted. 
The Uopublican party 
will undoubtedly make it a strictly 
party measure, and while there w ill be 
defections they will not lje> in sufficient 
numbers^to defeat tho measure. 
The 
California and somo of tho western 
delegations w ill maintain their atti­ 
tude of opposition to tho treaty. 
This 
opposition will not bo violent, howover, 
as these same delegation;: are Repub­ 
licans in politics 
and 
national and 
party 
considerations 
will 
make 
it 
plainly inadvisable to cause any seri- . 
ous conflict, within party lines. 


INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


Some impatience is being shown over 


what is alleged to bo a delay in dispos­ 
ing of matters in connection with the 
Indian territory. 
Tho department is 
still working upon the investigation 
and nothing can be looked for until 
the reports of the investigators aro in. 
The general 
public has little reali- , 
zation of tho complicated condition^ 
cf affairs in tho Indian territory, and it { 
i., unreasonable to suppose that any­ 
thing final w ill be accomplished until , 
nearly the first of next yoar. 
An ap> 
pointment to a position in the territory ! 
has almost uniform ly resulted in ruin­ 
ing the political career of tho appoin­ 
tee, and young men who have already 
achieved eomo prominence in tho fed­ 
eral service aro beginning to look with 
suspicion upon tho territorial offices. 
Graft is becoming unfashionable and a 
largo consideration in accepting suck 
an office in years gone by has been

Captain Holz’s rViews. 


At any rate f’olonel Holz expressed 
himself highly pleased with his recep­ 
tion by the people of Jackson. He said: 


"So much has been written and pub­ 
lished about Jackson that the outside 
world generally gets

that all the people here are bad. 
Of 
course, I knew before I came that this 
community, like all others,

I have become satisfied that the good 
are largely in the majority.

He wUs asked if the Salvation Array 
would establish a permanent post here. 


“ That Is what I am here to investi­ 
gate,” said he.

the mountains of Kentucky and 
Ten­ 
nessee to ascertain whether or not the 
fiejd is worthy the attention of the Sal­ 
vation Army. 
This trip we are now 
making. 
The work of the Salvation 
Arm y has usually been

cities. Several years ago it did mission 
work 
in 
the 
mountains of

Columbia and California. The success 
of this work induced ua to consider 
similar work ip Kentucky. However, it 
was not our intention to come this fall. 
Our attention was'called to a news­ 


paper article several weeks ago stating 
that we were coming at once. 
W hile 
this statement was not true, it brought 
up a discussion 
among our 
officers 
.which resulted in the organization of 
the mountain brigade, and the inva­ 
sion of Jackson and other territory on 
our route. 


Blazin g the W a y . 


" If our report is favorable two 
or 
three Salvationists will be located in 
every county in the mountains of Ken­ 
tucky. 
I did not expect to reach many 
people during the limited time 1 can 
devote to Jackson on this trip. 
If we 
decide to enter tho field permanently 
my work will have blazed the way for 
the smaller army that is sent in to 
stay.” 


The mountain work is new to all of 
the men in Colonel Holz's brigade but 
two. Cadets Bassett and Gallihan were 
raised in the mountains of Tennessee. 
The others have been accustomed to 
work exclusively in cities. One of them. 
Major W . O. Hunter, is a resident of 
Cincinnati, and is in command of the 
social department of that division. 


Colonel Holz is now a resident 
of 
Cleveland, Ohio, and is well known to 
many. He is a native of Germany, and 
is a man of education. 
He came to 
this country when he was 9 years old. 
He has been engaged iri 
missionary 
work for eighteen years, having identi­ 
fied himself with the Salvation Arm y a 
short time after his arrival in America. 


Horseback riding is new to several of 
the Salvationists, though Colonel Holz 
is a fine equestrian. 
He is fond of the 
exercise, and rode over the neighboring 
mountains daily while here.

large birds, superior to the best 
re­ 
triever, in that they catch as well 
as 
bring the fish to their 
masters, al­ 
though they will bolt the fish if some 
one is not on hand to receive it the 
moment they land; but these do not 
come up to the standard set by 
tho 
writer. 


Probably the nearest approach 
to 
anything of this sort was the manner 
In which the ancient and now extinct 
inhabitants of the Canary Islands, the 
Guanehes, are said to have employed 
large birds for a very singular purpose. 
Frojn the descriptions left by the first 
Normans. Spaniards 
and 
Portugese, 
who landed on Grand Canary, we learn 
that the Guanches were the strongest 
and finest race of human beings that 
ever existed. In the American Anthro­ 
pologist for July-September, 190. 
Mrs. 
Alice C. Cook, who has carefully re­ 
viewed the earliest 
accounts of the 
Canaries, 
says: 
‘The 
chaplains 
ofS 
Bethencourt found in 
Fuerteventura, 
one of the Canary islands, men of ex­ 
traordinary stature. 
Among the dead 
alter a> certain battle the Spaniards 
a warrior «On» tm k in height. 


¡md the size of the tombs indicate bod­ 
ies of large 
dimensions. 
Guardafia-, 
king of the country, was taken prisoner. 
Tied and held by three Spaniards, hn 
broke his bonds, overthrew the men and 
escaped. Thrice captured, he each time 
burst his chains and freed himself. F ra y 
Espinosa, who wrote 2* years after the 
conquest, was shown an enormous stone 
which no European could lift, but which 
the Guanches were accustomed to raise 
above 4,helr heads. 
The Spanish told 
the following tale illustrative of their 
skill: Three soldiers, each with a basket 
of oranges, stood before a Guanche, who 
with one band, caught all the oranges 
thrown to him, while with the other ne 
returned to each soldier oranges from 
bis own basket. 
One Canario was so 
strong, and at the same time so agile 
that no eme with the force of both hands 
could prevent him lifting a glass of 
water to his lips and drinking it w ith­ 
out spilling a drop. Another was taken 
to Seville, where, for acuarto (less than 
half a cent) he would stand and dodge 
stones thrown at him from a distance 
of eight paces, 
it was n< favorite sport 
in Grand Canary and Tenerlffe to c/imb 
a cliff, which only to behold makes 
the spectator dizzy, and plant a great 
pole firm ly a-t is summit as a memento. 
The Spaniards said that the d«.vil as­ 
sisted the natives in doing this, ni order 
that others who should emulate them 
might fall from the precipice and per­ 
ish.

P. Mannix, county clerk of Teller 
county, petitioner, vs. Emil Selbach et 
al. respondents, involving the question 
of whether or not the election . next 
nionth. at which a member of ttfe su- 
preme court Is to be chosen is a • gen- 
eral election," the supreme court today 
affirmed the decision of 
the district 


court of Teller, county. The death of the 
assessor and the resignation of the cor- 
oner of Teller county having caused 
vacancies which had been filled by the 
county commissioners, the respondents 
were nominated for the places-Be bach 
and.-Delaney for 
assessor and Doran 
and Gezell for coroner-and attempts 
were made to file their nominations with 
the county clerk. The latter refused to 
a"cept them on the ground that the in- 
cumbents of the offices had been ap- 


poln.ted to serve until the next "gen- 
eral election," and that under the con- 
stitutional amendment of 1901 the next 
general election for 
the choosing of 


county officers does not occur until 1904. 
It was claimed on the other hand that, 
any election provided for by the consti- 
tution is a "general election," and this 
view was sustained by the district court 
in proceedings inaugurated against the 
county clerk by the candidates. This 
decision Is now affirmed by the supreme 
court.

When he' learned the cause of it, he 
placed phe soldier under arrest and put 
him in jail; The commanding officer 
heard of the arrest and sent a squad of 
men to demand his release. The sher- 
iff refused to release him, however, and 
ho is still in jail. 


Cited Instances. 


"One other instance I remember oc- 


curred -when a soldier who had taken 
too mucfc mountain dew, Insulted three 
women and attempted to break into 
their house. Another soldier saw him 
just as he had his bayonet pushed 
through, the side of the door and en- 
deavoring to pry it open. The second 
soldier took him back to camp and we 
understand the first soldier has been 
notified that $1 will be taken from the 
pay he hasn't received. 


"There are dozens of such instances 


which.are never made known to those 
outside- of the camp.

court today Judge Booth Malone dis- 
missed the grand jury which was called 
to investigate alleged frauds connect- 
ed with elections. His decision in part 
is as follows: 


Neither the courts nor the caiiso 


of Justice are much or often aided by 
vituperation or abuse, nor is tho rea- 
son of-a court guided to right conclu- 
sions and wise Judgments by crimina- 
tion and recrimination, such as hag been 
Indulged in In this proceeding. 


"The strong manifestations ot ,ex« 


pressed and suppressed feelings, the fer- 
vid and somewhat turgid language em- 
ployed in the pleadings, affidavits and 
arguments herein Indicate a fevered lind 
highly excited state, both of mind and 
things, that is not conducive to the 
proper ends of justice, or at all helpful 
to the clear recognition and full dis- 
charge of Judicial duties and functions. 


"We have had farces enough In this 
community, Judicial and otherwise, and 
this court will not- knowingly become or 
remain a party to any further ones. 
"The court does not believe that eith- 
er the facts or the law In this proceed- 
ing warrant the court In finding that 
the sheriff should be removed, or that 
he 'has been in any manner partial or 
corrupt in summoning tho jury now In 
the box. 
"The court does not think, cither, that 
any showing whatever has been made, 
In law or fact, that'would justify the 
court in Ignoring1 or passing over the 
coroner in the premises, even if thc 
court,were- justified In removing the 
sheriff. 
"No better or more representative 


body of men has been drawn or callled 
into a Jury bo*, ^vlthlu the knowledge 
of the court, since tho judge of this 
court-hap come to the state.' 
Even 


counsel for the petitioners, in his ear- 
nest and forcible argument, has said, 
'We'assail .no single member of this 
jury." This Is the strongest-recommen- 
dation ot the jury,, and at the same time 
the strongest vindication of the sheriff 
that could be made.

I do not believe, therefore, that you 
ought to be compelled to struggle with 
the disadvantages and .submit to the 
unjust aspersions and criticisms that 
ire bound to- follow you under -the cir- 
cumstances, _for none of which circum- 
stances you are in any wise to blame. 


"Thanking you for. the ready and 


courteous manner in which you re- 
sponded to the call of your civic duty 
and of thc. court, and again assuring 
you of the court's confidence and re- 
spect, you may be anu'h^eby are ex- 
cused from any further service and at- 
tendance unon the court. 
"If later In the term, when the pub- 


lic mind has been able to turn from tha 
consideration of personal and partisan 
Interests, to tho consideration of the 
public safety and welfare, the district 
attorney, or any number Of good citi- 
zens who have no private axes to grind 
can show that the conditions -In the 
community, require the aid of this court 
or of a grand jury, this court will,' to 
the limit of Its, strength and power, 
render its assistance to further the 
ends of justice and to causb the elec- 
tion laws, as well as the other laws- of 
the state, tb be obeyed and ' respected.

Starch originated in Flanders. 
U 


was introduced into England, with, the 
big ruff, in tho time, of Queen Eliza- 
beth. It was like our starch of today, 
except that it was made in colors-*- 
red, yellow, green, blue. The effect of 
this was to tint delicately the white 
linen to which the starch might he 
applied. 


Before Queen Elizabeth's time ruf- 


fles and ruffs were made of fine hoi- 
land, which required 
no stiffening. 


Then the ruffs of cambric came, and 
they must of necessity be starched; 


It is recorded that when the queen 


bad ruffs made of lawn and cambric 
for her own royal wearing there was 
no one in England who could tell how 
to starch them; but the queen made 
special inquiries for some woman, that 
could starch, and Mrs: Guilham, wife 
of the royal coachman, was the.first 
starcher.

field to the pleadings which hie blood, 
its race, his love of kindred, his sense 
of wrong urged so powerfully. 


"But his wife Chipeta, called a, sav- 


age, never for a moment wavered In her 
loyalty to what, she 'thought the right, 
and from the flrst used all her influ- 
ence for peace and insisted that Ouray 
should not listen to the disaffected to 
lead them against the whltp man who 
had threatened to put chains about 
their necks and imprison them for life 
and had even brought troops to enforce 
this most dreadful of all threats to an 
Indian, for to him imprisonment is 
worse than death. She saw that war 
meant the'murder of hundreds of inno- 
cent whites and tho extermination of 
her own people. Her womanly instinct 
not only made war abhorrent to her, 
but .her good sense showed her that 
such a war meant ruin to the Utcs. 


"In his account of his rescue of the 


Meeker family, General Adams, speak- 
ing of tho message brought to ,Ouray 
at that time, and tho pressure brought 
to bear upon him, said: 'Ouray told mo 
afterwards, that during that night ho 
suffered more agony of mind than ever 
before in his life; 
that 
something 


seemed to call him north to the Jiomo 
of his White RiVcr brothers, ironly 
to Bto'p the fighting, but that Chipeta 
wept and begged all night, saying thai 
If he left, no one of the 
sub-chiefs 


would bo able to control the young and 
wild element of the tribe. 


" 'Her gentle counsel prevailed, and 


by. morning Ouray had 
decided to 


order Douglas to retreat toward the 
Uncompahgro, an order sullenly am 


unwillingly obeyed. Had it been other- 
wise, our state < would 
have 
been 


plunged into an interminable war as 
disastrous as was the Modoc war — as 
anyone familiar with the geographical 
'ormation of that country may sec. 
Other Indians, incensed by long-con- 
Inued wrongs, would have joined tho 
Utes.' 


"Therefore, 1 say that Colorado owes 
his Indian woman a debt of gratitude, 
and the fact that she Is now poor, neg- 
lected and In want is a burning dis- 
grace to this great state, so full of 
wealth, of enterprise and of charitable 
souls. A groat wrong has been done 
Jhipeta, inasmuch as In the removal 


of tho Utes to their present Inhospitable 
borne, there was no exception made in 
tier case. Sho went with tho rest of 
the tribe, although she begged to be 
allowed to remain on tho land which 
bad been given to them, a 'perpetual 
home,' and where she had lived her 
happy life of peace and plenty with 


had nursed and 
captive women 


Ouray, where Bho 
tended the restored 
when they woro brought to her houBc 
on their return from their terrible cap- 
tivity; and they told mo that they were 
most tenderly cared for by her. 


"It Is well known that fhe pension 


paid to tho rescued woman was taken 
from tho annuities of tho Utcs in pun- 
ishment for the great wrong thoy had 
committed, and here again was a great 
Injustice done to this woman and in 
this as in many other cases tho Inno- 
cent must suffer for the guilty, as only 
a small number of the tribe, incited by 
ono or two turbulent spirits, ware in- 
volved in this crime. The whole lite 
nation has. had to suffer because the 
people, of Colorado demanded their re- 
moval—this had to bo. 


"Mrs. Mtfeker has a renewedjpension 


which, thanks to Mrs. John Anthony 
Wayne and other Colorado women, is 
not paid by the Utcs, but by the gov- 
ernment. I am glad that it is so and 
that provision has been made for this 


suffering, injured woman in her old 
age; 
but, if she cau bo cared for, so 


also should Chipeta—tho woman who, 
though an untutored Indian, led only 
by her own sonso of right, did all that 
she possibly could for Mrs. Meeker and 
her daughters and did so much to help 
« 


General Adams in his daring enter- 
prise. 


"She is growing old and cannot at 


best burden tho country long. .She is 
not ablo to work and has no ono to 
work tor her or speak for her. 
» 


"After having appealed to our senior 
, 


senator and our representative In tho 
last congress for a portipn of tho mil- 
lion and a half of dollars in Washing- 
ton belonging to the Dies, and being 
told that they could not get nn appro- 
priation for her, I conceived tho Idea, 
of appealing to the women of Colorado, 
the power behind the throne; and t 
believo if you resolve to help her that 
she will be helped, and the means-nec- 
essary for her subsistence will como 
in tho form of an appropriation from 
the Indian fund. I feel that tho women 
who could establish a public park far 
the preservation oC tho passing relics 
of a bygone ago can take care of ouo 
poor, old woman. 


"I have dono what I could 'for her 


and have, also had a contribution from 
a man well known to ult Colorado 
Springs for his many kind acts, but 
tho winter is coming on and in that 
place is very severe, and you know 
Napoleon said: 'Three things arc nec- 
essary to carry on a campaign, first, 
money; second, money; third, money!' 
and these threo things arc just as nec- 
essary to mako tho> old Indian woman 
comfortable as to carry on tho war of 
Napoleon. Without some money her 
little log house cannot be made com- 
fortable, her land cannot be irrigated, 
or the, comforts needed for her pro- 
cured.' Without your help I cannot do 
for her what J wish; with your help 
I can do much. Will you give it to 
me?"

May Take to

ASHINGTON. 
Oct. 
10.—The 


question of the government 
maintaining an open shop BO 


far as union labor is concerned will 
come up in congress this winter. The 
moment congress takes the matter In 
hand the president will be relieved of 
the :heavy 
responsibility 
which has 


rested upon him since the beginning 
of tho investigation of conditions in 
tho government printing office. 
By 


leaving this matter to congress it will 
be 'taken out of party politics, for 
neither party will bo desirous of taking 
actlve'sldes for or against union labor. 
It will be tho source of a great deal of 
political embarrassment to many mem- 
bers of congress. The attitude of each 
member will undoubtedly be governed 
by conditions local to his district. In 
the'senate local conditions will not be 
powerful,.and any legislation by the 
senate would ho of a more general 
character and applicable to all classes 
of... labor than would any bill which 
rol'ghd/flnd favor in the house. The 
president's recommendation to congress 
on this subject, if he makes any, will 
probably. bo_ rather non-committal 
and' therefore not satisfactory to the 
radical wings of the 
controversy. 


Many of tho largo employers of labor 
feel vfcry bitterly over what they call 
tho support tho president has given to 
the contention for tfle recognition of 
unionism, and on the other hand he it> 
being denounced by some labor or- 


ganizations for bis expressed deter- 
mination to prevent any discrimination 
against non-union labor. By turning the 
matter over to congress the president 
will transfer tho scat of war from the 
White house to tho capitol, probably 
much to his own comfort but to tho 
discomfiture of many politicians in the 
house who havc succeeded so far In 
riding tho fence in their own constitu- 
encies. 


BRISTOW'S REPORT. 


General Brlstow's report Is expected 


to reach the postmaster general about 
October 20. The basis of this report 
will be the individual reports of over 


f>U Inspectors who have been engaged 
upon tho various cases coming up for 
consideration. 
Tho postmaster gen- 


eral has estimated that it will take 
htm three days to read Bristow's docu- 
ment, and that it will bo that time after 
tie report is received before it is sent 
up to the White house. A number of 
Republicans who are extremely anxious 
that the official report, in the post- 
ofBcc investigations should bo clear, 
concise and final, leaving no room for 
confusion or varied interpretation, have 
expressed the fear that too much detail 
would be given to make the report in- 
telligible to the public. They are hop- 
Ing that It will bo accompanied by an 
intelligent summary which will bring 
out all important points without cir- 
cumlocution and eliminate all unnec- 
essary details. The tendency of all ex- 
pert investigators is to > lose sight of 
general matters and occupy themselves 
with microscopic matters, thus making 


It.impossible to secure a comprehen- 
sive bird's-eye view of results. 


FORTHCOMING MESSAGES. 


The president's message to congress 


In extra session may bo confined ex- 
clusively to matters of 
the 
Outran 


treaty and reciprocity. His message to 
the regular session will deal with many 
topics. Postofflce matters, the isthmian 
canal, the public land question, for- 
estry, finance arc only a few of tho 
subjects with which ho will have to 
deal, and, owing to the importance of 
some of them, there IB no hopo that the 
message to the Fifty-eighth congress 
will bo any shorter than those sent to 
congresses in recent years.

STRENUOUSNESS AND SIMPLICITY 


At an Informal meeting of the cabi- 


net during the past week, the president 
took occasion to present each member 
with a copy of Charles Wagner's little 
book, "The Simple Life." Contrary to 
tho general belief, tho president be- 
lieves that a simple life is synonymous 
with what is now called a strenuous 
existence. Ono can Imagine that vet- 
eran diplomat and litterateur,. John 
Jfay, hurrying back to his office from 
the. White house eager to read from 
the pages of Wagner's tract what -may 
be tho ideal of a strenuous existence. 
Perhaps Mr. Payne of the postofflce de- 
partment will 
heave a sigh of envy 


when he contemplates that picture of a 
placid existence drawn by the charm- 
ing author, as ho elaborates his idea 
cf what constitutes true happiness in 
this world, and wish that he might re- 
tire to some lonely island In the Pa- 


ciflc where ho could' follow out Wag- 
ner's suggestion free from the annoy- 
ance of a postofflce Investigation or the 
mere detail of signing hie name on an 
average of five hundred1 times a day. 
After all, President Roosevelt does fol- 
low the idea of "tho simple life" In 
his characteristic 
way of" working 


direct to an end by a single narrow 
path plain to all, rather than by lead- 
Ing up to an objective point by a con- 
fusing maze of conflicting statefnents 
and ideas. The presentation of this 
book to his cabinet officers was a 
touch of that Roosevelt which makes 
him one of the most interesting and 
surprising men who ever hayc occu- 
pied tho White house.

Ono of President Roosevelt's favorite 


recreations is to steal away':from tho 
White house on good days and go out 
into the wild country north of the city 
and there spend two or throe hours 
walking through the woods or reading 
a book. Tho story Is told of one of 
tho mounted policemen who patrols 
that part of the District of Columbia 
that one day while on his beat, riding 
through a .lonely patch of. woods, he 
saw a mah sitting under a tree with a 
shawl wrapped around . his shoulders 
and 
intently reading a book. 
The 


mounted officer had been, many years 
on duty, and was familiar with nearly 
all of the public men .who rode or 
drove In that part of Washington. This 
man, 
however, was a stranger to him. 


He had an old felt hat pulled down 
over his face and his general get-up 
was such as to mako an inquiry ad- 


visable in the^ interests of the peace 
and-safety of that locality. 
He rode 


up to where the reader was sitting and, 
dismounting from his horso, walked 
toward him. Tho man with the book 
paid no attention, and finally the offi- 
cer asked him rather sharply who he 
was and what be was doing there. 
The reader looked up quietly and re- 
marked, "I am the president." 
The 


feelings of tho officer can bettor bo 
Imagined than described, for as soon 
as he saw the man full In the face he 
recognized that ho was Indeed talking 
to the president of the United States. 
He made his apologies and withdrew; 
the president immediately resumed his 
reading as though nothing had hap- 
pened to disturb his quietude. It was 
some time before the officer could tell 
the story upon himself,'but when he- 
did so he said that for the rest of tho 
day he had constant visions of presi- 
dents sitting under trees, and he was 
afraid to speak to any tramp ho might 
meet for fear of again running up 
against tho 
chief 
executive of the 


nation. 


RIVER AND HARBOR FUNDS. 
The idea which formerly prevailed 


that at a session, of congress immedi- 
ately preceding a national election the 
appropriations should be cut down to 
the lowest possible point is now looked 
upon as obsolete. 
There will be a 


river and harbor bill passed at this 
session of congress unless some un- 
looked-for complication arises. It, is 
doubtful, however, whether this bill 
carries over fifty million dollars. Tho 


very large river and harbor bill of tho 
last long session was duo to tho defeat 
of that measure In a previous con- 
gress. The Democratic newspapers ot 
the,south instead of abusing tho Re- 
publicans for making liberal appropria- 
tions for rivers and harbors, have taken 
the opposite tack and are now demand- 
Ing more money than congress Is will- 
Ing to give. In" cities llko Charleston, 
Mobile, New Orleans, enormous sums 
are needed for harbor Improvements. 
This Is 'not a. question of politics but 
one of.commcrcial existence, and some 
of 'the arguments now made In favor 
of largo 
expenditures 
would have 


sounded curiously to tho statesmen of 
a generatlon> ago. One of these, for 
instance, Is to the effect that, the money 
so used is not the money of the people 
inasmuch as it is not derived from 
direct taxation, that in reality it is the 
income of the federal government, com- 
ing largely from 
places other than 


where It is expended, and that if not 
used for improvement of tho material 
resources of Jhe country will be used 
In other channels not so vital and cer- 
tainly not BO beneficial to the com- 
munities now demanding recognition 
aH entrepots for tho foreign trade of 
the United States. 


SHORT EXTRA SESSION. 


It is not expected that tho extra 


session, of congress will last more than 
two or three weeks. 
Work will be 


confined entirely to the Cuban treaty. 
While those who are opposed to this 
treaty will want to- get on record, it 
seems to be an accepted fact that it 


will be confirmed in the way in which 
It is submitted. The Republican party 
will undoubtedly make it a strictly 
party measure, and while there will be 
defections they will not bo in sufficient 
numbersyto defeat tho measure. The 
California and somb of the western 
delegations will maintain their atti- 
tude ot opposition to tho treaty. This 
opposition will not be violent, however, 
as these samo delegation arc Repub- 
licans In politics and 
national and 


party considerations will mako it, 
plainly inadvisable to cause any'scrl-i 
ous conflict within party lines. 


INDIAN AFFAIRS. . 


Some impatience is being shown over 


what is alleged to bo a delay in dispos- 
ing of matters in connection with the 
Indian territory. 
Tho department 'is , 


still working upop tho investigation 
and nothing can be looked for until 
the reports of tho Investigators are in* 
The general public has little real!-, 
zatlon of tho complicated condition. 
of affairs in tho Indian territory, and it j 
Is unreasonable to suppose that any-, 
thing final will bo accomplished until j 
nearly the flrst of next year. An ap- j 
polntment to a position in the territory j 
has almost uniformly resulted in ruin- ' 
Ing tho political career of tho appoin- 
tee, and young men who have already 
achieved eomo prominence in tho fed- 
eral service aro beginning to look with 
suspicion upon tho territorial offloetw 
Graft Is becoming unfashionable and a 
largo consideration in accepting sucK' 
an office in years gone by has been 
the opportunity therefor.

The mountain work is new to all of 
the men In Colonel Holz'u brigade but 
two. 
Cadets BasseU and Galllhan were 
raised In the mountains of Tennessee. 
The others have been accustomed to 
work exclusively in cities., One of them. 
Major W. Oi Hunter, Is a resident of 
Cincinnati, and Is in command of the 
social department of that division. ' 


Colonel Holz is now a resident of 
Cleveland, Ohio, and is well known to 
many. He is a native of Germany, and 
18 a man pf education. He came to 
this country when he was 9 years old. 
He has t>etm\ engaged in missionary 
•worfc for alghteen ye»rs. having identi- 
fied himself with the Salvation Army a 
short time after his arrival in America. 
Horseback;riding is new to several of 
the Salvationists, .though Colonel Holz 
IB a fine equestrian. He is fond of the 
exercise, and rode over the neighboring 
mountains dally wh)le here.

and the size of the tombs indicate bod- 
ies of large dimensions. 
Guardafla*, 
king of the country, was taken prisoner. 
Tied and held by throe Spaniards, hit 
broke his bonds, overthrew the men and 
escaped. Thrice captured, be each time 
burst his chains and freed himself. Fray 
Espinowa, who wrote -* years after the 
conquest, waa shown an enormous stono 
which no European could lift, but which 
the Guanches were accustomed to raise 
above .their heads. The Spanish told 
the following tale Illustrative of their 
skill: Three soldiers, each with a basket 
of oranges, stood before a Guanche, who 
with one hand, caught all tho oranges' 
thrown to him, while with tho other he 
returned to each -soldier oranges from 
his own basket. One Canarlo was so 
strong, and at the same time so agile 
that no one with the force of both hands 
could prevent him lifting a glass of 
water to his lips and drinking It with- 
out spilling a drop. Another was taken 
to Seville, where, for acuarto (less than 
half a rent) he would stand and dodge 
stones thrown at him from a distance;
